By the; arrival of the Sierra Novr.,1., jus 
terdny from .Sun Francisco we have Euro- 
pean dales to April 26th. 

Nr.w Ynuic, April '>'.>., — The steamship 
New York, with dutcs from Southampton to 
the luih, has arrived, 

The Virginia, which was launched on the 
Clyde for the Confederate 1 , i.i reported in the 
British channel, uear the French coast, where 
she took iii her armament; warlike mores, etc., 
tailing westward immediately. She is de- 
scribed as or the I est strength, is very fast, 
and is avmed with 10 heavy guns, and 2 
Wbitworlh CS pounder pivot guns. 

Nothing important had occurred in Parli- 
ament. 

The Paris MouiletlV says that Austria is 
c inferring on the Polish question with the 
Western powers. An understanding has 
been established between the ihree countries 
[France, Groat Britain ami Austria] lor aet- 
mg in concert towards Russia. 

The Palrie, the Slide and the Temps are 
dissalisfbd with the Czar's manifesto. The 
Opinione Nationalc says that France never 
allowed lier-olf to he misled respecting tha 
value of n Russian amnesty. 

Switzerland and France have demanded 
thul North Savoy shall be constituted free re- 
gardinjr customs, or negotiations for a com- 
mcroial treaty With France will be broken 
oil'. 

Langiewilz has declared to the authorities 
that ha ran no longer be bound by parole. 
Un will be strictly guarded. 

Russia has granted alullnnd entire amnesty 
to all Poles and Rtufiions who lay down their 
arms and return to their allegiance, 

On .May 30ili, the amnesty hud been uni- 
versally rejected and a protest against the 
amnesty has been circulated among the insur- 
gents, who have been victorious at CiscllO, 
Cineo, Kouirand Plaskie. The insurrection 
is gaining ground. The Russians occupied 
tho posiiion formerly occupied by Langic- 
wilz. 

The.C mmittee of the Wilna Revolution- 
ary Government have called on the people to 
rise, declaiing that Lithuania and Litilo Rus- 
sia are inseparably portions of one country. 
Tho Czar's amnesty plan has much increased 
the intensity of the insurrection. Every in- 
dividual in Cracow wishes to j dn, even with- 
out arms. In Lithuania the insurgents are 
increasing in number. 

Halifax, April 30. — The sioamer Europa, 
with dates fiom Liverpool to the Isth and 
Queenstown to the I U ; ti , lia< arrived. 

Largo amounts of forged U. S. Treasury 
Notes, of the denominations of $5 and Sit) 
have been issued. 

Tho Sheffield Daily N(U'S says there is nn 
impression (but Corifrileraio col ton warrants 
are in circulation in England ; but it is an- 
nounced that suc'i documents as were cre- 
ated previous to the Confederate loan have 
been redeemed through the medium of that 
operation. 

The Paris Piu/i says that the despatches 
of England, Fiance end Austria were pre- 
sented to tho Court of Russia on tho I7tb. 

The Vienna D'utpatch says that the Polish 
question threatened to assume greater com- 
i cations. 

Great excitement prevailed in Norway and 
Sweden regarding Poland. 

Italy had transmitted to St. Petersburg her 
adhesion to Ihe notes of tho Ihree Powers. 

The revolutionary committee had divided 
Poland into 23 districts each to furnish -1.000 
men, and pay taxes. The movements of Ihe 
insurgents had been more active since tha 
publication of the amnesty. Numerous en- 
gagements were reported, and an attack on 
fTolisch was daily expected. 

London, April 29 — Sweden in actively en- 
gaged in reorganizing her navy and complet- 
ing her maritime defenses. 

The following paragraph appeared in the 
Paris Moniteur yesterday' nn.; lias attract d 
considerable attention . Tin growing ho • 
tilily of the United Slates towards England 
is exciting uneasiness in London. The last 
despatches from tho Washington (lovern- 
rr.eut have the characier of increasing the 
circulation." [?| 

Sanhv Hook, May 4. — The steamer /Etna, 
with dates from Liverpool to the 22 1 and 
Queenstown the 23d of April lias arrived. 

It is reported that Napoleon, because he is 
offended at the course of tho Federal Govern 
mcnt, would recall M. iMorcier, but the re- 
port is doubtful. 

The Puris oorrespondont of tho Times says 
that it i? thought that the time is not far dis- 
tant when France and England will be com- 
pelled to assume another atti tide towards 
America. 

There is increasing apprehension in Paris 
on tho Polish question. It is believed that if 
the reply from Russia to Ihe dispatch of tho 
Three Powers [France, Britian, nnd AustriaJ 
be unfavorable, Napoleon will not hesitate 
to draw the sword. 

The Polish insurrection continues active, 
France is mi king active naval preparations. 

Latest — Thorn, April 'J'J. — Two serious 
engageinonts occurred on Sunday between 
the insurgents and Russians ; one in the 
f'ososts of Crmpras, miles from Warsaw, and 
the other at Pultresk, The latter place was 
burned by tho Russians. 

CoTF.Mi.uiKX, April 22. — Prince William 
has accorded the crown of Greece. 

NSn* York, May (i. — The steamer Austru 
lian with dates from Liverpool to the 25tli 
nnd Queenstown to tho 2fiih April, has ar- 
rived. JSy this arrival we have briel but im 
jiortant novices. 

The Locdon Times of April 18th contains 
a - ) ai c "int of a:i interview between a depu- 
tation of shipowners and Earl Ruasel, tho 
object ot which was to call lbs attention of 
tho Soctetary to the unsatisfactory stnto of 
trade between British ports und those ol 
Mexico. Tho speaker of the deputation said 
that I hey were uot content with the unfair 
und illil eral courso being pursued by tho 
Federal Government, who considered them- 
selves entitled to dictate what trade should 
be carried on by British vessels, showing as 
ovidenco a letter from Minister Adams to 
Admiral Dupont, giving permits to certain 
vt's o!u bound for Metamoraa to pass without 
interference from live Federal oruisors, This 
permission had caused considerable comment 
in the English journals, and was the subject 
of debate in both Houses of Parliament. 
The vessels with permits were said to have 
hud cargoes of arms nnd ammunition for the 
Mexicans. 

Both Houses of Parliament weio engaged 
oonootning the seizures of British ships in 
neutral waters and protection granted by 
Mr Adams to Mexican traders. Many 
speakers urged that such proceedings cannot 
be permitted. Mr. Roebuck declared him- 
self for war, and to put down the upstart's 
insolonco. Tho Ministers and their support- 
ers counselled moderation! and deprecated the 
violence of somo of the members. Lord 
Pulmorston simply said that the matters 
would be considered ; but Earl Russell said 
tho seizure of tho Dolphin nnd the conduct 
of Mr. Adami would bo ropresoutod to 
Washington for redress.

The Salt Spring Murder. 
Special Commission.— Regina v. Three tii 
• diuns an I a Sqnatc.

The four Indians ECaisuo it I ins Thalaston, 
Sivane-a-hyu alias Oalatza, Stalohum and 
Thank, a squaw, were sent from tlio Police 
Court yesterday, to take their trial upon tho 
charge of murdering William Brady. 

The following Grand Jurors wore (impan- 
elled— I. T. Pidwcll. A. Siffken, Win. B. 
Smith. A. Follower!, J. 0. C.uswell, R. Dunn, 
J. 0. Nuttall, J. Gastinoau, D, Scott, Wil- 
liams, J. Davios, P. Nicholson, C. Curtin. 
Mr. Carswell was chosen forematii 

His Lordship, 'addressing the Jury, said 
His Excellency tho Governor had thought it 
necessary to issue a Special Commission to 
try these Indiana, in order that the tribes on 
the coast n i^ht see that Buclt deeds as thev 
were there lo try could not be committed with 
impunity. The' Indians must be taught to 
respect the lives of white men and to this 
end it was essential that action should be 
prompt and decisive, 

The Grand Jury then retired and in about 
halt' an hour, having found a true bill against 
all the prisoners, were thanked by his Lord- 
ship and discharged. 

A special jury was then sworn in. 

Mr. King prosecuted on behalf of the 
Crown. 

The prisoners were unrepresented by coun- 
sel, but bis Lordship said it was customary 
in such cases for tho Court to watch the case 
for the prisoners, and ho was sure they would 
receive justice. I le directed that a plea of 
not guilty be entered. 

An Indian interpreter with tlia assistance 
or Sergeant Blake, having translated the 
charge to the prisoners. 

Mr. King addressed the jury. He said 
tliat in cases where the prisoners were without 
counsel, it was not lunal for the crown coun- 
sel to enlarge upon tho indictments. He 
should therefore merely lay before them the 
plain evidence, lie would however say that 
they must bear in mind the peculiar deliber- 
ate and cold blooded treachery with which 
the murder was committed. They must re- 
member that these people had, only a short 
time before the perpctrtltiotl of the deed, par- 
taken of the food of the murdered man, and 
been hospitably and kindly entertained by 
him. 

John Henle, the Cherokee, was then sworn, 
and gave u clear and succint account of the 
circumstances attending the death of Brady, 
Me was positive to the three boys having 
taken part in the murder. 

The facts sworn to by Henle having already 
nppeured in our columns we forbear to give 
the details of his evidence. 

Superintendent Smith then proved tho 
finding of the body and its identification. 

Sergeant Blake swore to the statements 
previously made by O.dutzi and TYahiska in 
his presence. 

This closed the case for the Crown. 

The evidence was explained to the prison- 
ers, and they wero asked if they had any de- 
fence to make. 

Ttmlaska and Oalatya said they had noth- 
ing further to add to their firmer statements. 
Stulchum said they had gone lo the tent, had 
found a kind- hearted man, who gave them 
food, and they had laid down after eating and 
got up in the night and shot him. Thask, 
the squaw, said that when she hoard tho 
noise sho was frightened and ran to hide her- 
self. 

In answer to a question from the jury tho 
prisoners said they thought Brady wanted to 
poison them as one had a sore throat after 
eating his bread. 

Mis Lordship then charged the jury, lie 
considered the evidence conclusive against 
the prisoner!, that they were the parties who 
killed Brady. Tho circumstances were certain- 
ly very atrocious and it was difficult to assign 
any reason for such a murder. Il was im- 
possible to penetrate the motives of the uu- 
foitunate prisonars. They believe] that kill- 
ing a man was a great piece ol heroism, and 
their sole motive in murdering Brady Hp 
pearcd to bo that they might be accounted 
great chiefs among their people. His lord- 
ship said that duiing the whole of his ex- 
perience he had invariably noticed that il 
was the y filing boys wiio were imbued with 
this fierce thirst for blood. It was essen- 
tially necessary that they should be made lo 
feel liow heavy a punishment will fall on the 
perpetrators of similar .deeds. lie then read i 
over the evidence and instructed the jury| 
with regaul to the woman Thask. that if 
they thought she did run awtiy they must Bad 
her not guilty ; but if they believed she v, as 
engaged in tho light sho was guilty. 

The jury retired for about Ion minutes and 
turned a verdict ol guilty against all the 
^riioncrs, but recommended to mercy the 
woman Thask. 

His Lordship said he entirely concurred in 
their verdict, and would see that the recom- 
mendation to mercy be attended to. 

The prisoners were thea ordered lo appear 
fo*ar<Jtiteiico ul 11 a. m. this mottling, and the 
court adjourned.

Naval Courtesy.— When tho U. S. gun 
boat Saginaw entered Esquimau harbor, we 
observed that no salutes wero exchanged, 
and were at a loss to account for the de- 
parture from this noisy old custom.. We now 
gathar that the Commander of the gunboat 
was in full expectation that the compliment 
Would be first tendered by the Commodore's 
ship, and finding that he rec lived no salute, 
he and his officers took it as an intentional 
slight. This 3otinds very Well, and may ac- 
oount for tho absence of the usual booming 
• f cannon Which follows tho arrival of any for- 
eign ship of war in pert ; but at the same time 
wo do not see how the officers of the Saginaw 
could expect that our flag-ship which 
hoists the broad pennant of Commodore 
Spencer would violate all naval etiquette by 
first saluting the tlag of Capt. Hopkins, who 
in point of rank is but a lieutenant.

Retreat Across lite Rappahannock' J 
Both Armies Reinforced ! 

Terrible Lo3S of Life ! 
Confederates in Pursuit ! 

By the arrival yesterday of the steamship 
Sierra Nevada from San Francisco, via Port- 
land, we have dates from California and the 
Atlantic States to April 7th. Helow will be 
found the leading events;: 

NkW York, May 3.— The steamer George 
Crowell has arriveS with dates (torn New 
Orleans to the litith April. 

A Brnshcar City lotter of the 2-llh, publish 
ed in the New Orleans Era, Bays that a rebel 
soldier from the Red river country report's 
that thtee Union gunboats captured Alexan- 
dria several days since. The boats probably 
belonged to Farrngul's fleet. The same 
soldier reports that our occupation of the 
country and Farragut's blockade of the Red 
river seriously interfered with the supplies 
of the rebels at Vicksburg and Port Hudson. 
The boat Sarox was capturod on April 2Uth, 
by the gunboats. In printing oliices at 
Franklin and Opelousas, were found the Cox, 
Seymour and Vallaudighum speeches for 
sale. 

The mass of the people arc ready to lake 
the oatb of allegiance. ' Hundreds are doing 
so. Tlie country is well supplied, and our 
army is living on tho provisions confiscated 
on the march. Tho enemy are scattered, 
but it was expected they would make a 
final stand at Alexandria, 

Galveston dates to April 17th represent 
the rebels as heavily fortifying the point run- 
ning from that city to the fort, A steamer, 
supposed to be die' Harriet Lane, hud come 
down the river at Galveston. It « as thought 
that the rebels wero trying to raise the West- 
field. Our fleet off Galveston consists only 
of four gunboats. 

New York, May 3— The following is 
from the correspondence of the Tribune : 

IlKADUUAltTKttS AltMY Ol' THE POTOMAC— ■ 

April 30.— The Fifth, Eleventh and Twelfth 
Army Corps are in possession of Ohanoellor- 
ville, 10 miles west of Fredericksburg. A 1 1 e r 
crossing the Rappahannock river at Crooked 
Run, a small stream 3 miles beyond the 
river, we encountered the enemy and drove 
him before us, and captured a number of 
prisoners, without damage to us. Our column 
tiien mooved rapidly on, until it approached 
the Rupiduu, and when within aniiluof .it, 
our men were fired upon from rifle pits. Tho 
enemy becoming intimidated by our near 
approach, fled, and were charged on by us 
when a sharp skirmish ensued ut Gorman nu 
Mills, where n bridge was in process of erec- 
tion by the rebels, with a view to aggressive 
movements. After a lapse of about fifteen 
minutes tho enemy, consisting of about 120 
men, surrendered. They had one man killed 
and several wounded. Our loss was onu 
killed. By 10 o'clock, the Eleventh Army 
Corps had crossed a. id encamped. This 
morning they stalled on the march lo Olian- 
ccllorville. On approaching Wilderness, 
about o miles on the way, Gen. Sbeum's 
column was fired upon by artillery, which 
did no damage, and did not cheek our 
advance. Ahont half an hour afterwards, a 
messenger reached us, from Gen. Mead, infor- 
ming Gen. Slocum that he had occupied 
ChaneeUorvillo. and was waiting for him lo 
form a junction. The Older wns given to 
advance on tho receipt of this cheering 
intelligence. Not long afterwards, the Gen- 
eral's "staff entered the place. Two rebel 
biigades had been there the night previous, 
and an attempt had been made to throw up 
earthworks, but our sudden appearance cans 
ed them to evacuate. We move on Freder- 
icksburg to-morrow. 

The army correspondent of tho Herald, 
with tho Fust Army Corps, dating his letter 
on the 1st, states that tho rebels made ono or 
two dashes yesterday, driving in our pickets; 
and previously in the afternoon they opened 
a heavy fire" with shot and shell on our

Fredericksburg, 

New York, May 4. — Tho Times corres- 
pondence, dated on tho field, near Uliancel- 
lorville, 10 p. m., May 1st, states that the 
Second Army Corps took a position on the 
night previous, on the left, and the Third 
Army Corps reached the front about noon. 
The position which these corps occupied is 
thus described : We held tho Gordonsville 
toad securely ; the country road leading to 
Spottsyiuania Courthouse; mid another road 
•1 miles in the tear of that. The rebels' ilar.k 
is thus dangerously exposed, and if they light 
it must be in thu open field. 

A despatch captured yesterday from Gen. 
Lee to an engineer officer, dated 29th April, 
says that hois much surprised nt this move- 
ment ; and had not anticipated it, and was not 
prepared togivo instructions. 

About m ion a movement was made to en- 
deavor to bring out the enemy and compel 
him to develop his strength. Our men en- 
tered the field with much enthusiasm, only 
ono regiment of cavalry Drst charging on the 
rebel infantry, the hitter driving ours back 
repeatedly, when a small force of infantry, 
supported bv cavalry, checked the rebels. 
One division' under Sykes, and a rebel divis- 
ion under Anderson, then became engaged. 
Our troops drove the rebels fi om two ridges 
parallel with the Rappahannock, gaining n 
mile and 60 prisoners, when Geh. Hooker or- 
dered ibein to retire, he i.ot wishing to bring 
on a general engagement. The rebels mistook 
our retirement for a check, and following rap- 
idly on tho top of the first ridge, the rebels 
halted a moment, and giving a yell, came 
down on a double-quick, but were met by 
Sykes's division, which poured in a terrible 
lire of artillery ut short range. 

Nkw Youk, May -l. — The Tribune has is- 
sued an extra as follows : 

Our news by mail from tho Rappahannock 
is up to Saturday morning. At that time 
our felt wing was In possession ol Fredericks- 
burg and the first redoubts on the hill behind 
it, and was feeling ils way to the Becond line. 
The river was crossed and the redoubts car - 
ried with great case and very slight loss. 
The left of the rebels had marched away in 
the direction of Chancellorvillu to atlnck our 
right wing, there posted, leaving at first 10,000 
but subsequenllv not more than from 5000 l« 
7000, In their works, jis was ascertained by a 
reconnoioance from Lowe's balloon. A great 
portion ol our Fulmoiitb batteries wero on- 
g«"ed on Sunday with tho rebel batteries 



firing across the rivor and city. The firing, 
both of musketry and cannonading, on the 
right in the direction of Chancellorville, is 
very heavy. The enemy lias been forced to 
fight on the ground of Hooker's own choos- 
ing, as he promised bis soldiers. It was be- 
lieved by both wings that Stoncman's expe- 
dition to out the railroad between the rebels 
and Richmond proved successful, thus cut- 
ting off the only path of retreat. So confi- 
dent was Hooker at Falmouth ol his success 
that, in conformity with bis orders, a force 
had already commenced to rebuild the bridge 
over the Rappahannock. The troops are in 
fine sprits, and everything looks propitious. 

Various rumors are afloat that Hooker's 
right wing suffered severely on Sunday, and 
Considerable credence had beau gained for 
sensation stories, but no reports of disasters 
are credited. 

It is staled that the President had received 
despatches from Gen. Hooker that ho had 
sovered the rebel communication between 
Bowl'ng Green and Ilunover Courthouse; 
that Gen. Slocum had captured 1W0 prison- 
ers, after crossing above Falmouth : that our 
communication with Gon.Stoneman had been 
cut off by guerrillas, but will soon ba rein- 
stated ; that his (Hooker's) troops had cap 
tared all the rebels north of tho I'atnunkey. 
In tho absence of anything official from 
Washington, and owing to the rigid cxelus 
ion of ail despatches iu regard lo the opera- 
tions of the army from that puint, by tho Cen- 
sorship of the press, il is impossible to say 
what is true. All news thus fur, however, is 
encouraging. 

The Appeal professes lo have intelligence 
from Arkansas that the rebels ave rapidly 
st rengtheni ng unde r Kirby Smith and Ster- 
ling Prfcc'aud will soon give tlio u.nuuiais 
trouble in Missouri. 

The .Mobile Advertiser of April 21st says 
of the raid in Central Mississippi, that these 
movements of tho Federals threaten the 
Meridian and Southern Railroad communi- 
cation. We consider the news highly Im- 
portant. 

Nkw Bedford, May 2— The captain of the 
brig Leonidas, from Sun Domingo March '28, 
reports the capture of the pirate Retribution 
by the U. S. steamer Alabama, off the har- 
bor. The captain saw the occurence him- 
self. 

New Orleans advices say that Gen. Hanks' 
army was resting a few miles above Opelou- 
sas on the 24th. It was generally under- 
stood that he would march against Alexan- 
dria immediately. 

Sr. Lours, May -I — Advices from Cape 
Girardean say that the rebels under Manna- 
duke, after "having their rear assailed and 
twice suffering severe loss, finally escaped 
across Whitewater river, burning all the 
bridges behind them, and finally disappeared 
by various routes in the direction of Chalk 
Bluffs on iho Arkansas lino. Tho result of 
this ruid is as follows : Repeated hurnulia- 
tion, di.-usters and a llight before greatly in- 
ferior numbers. 

Murfrkesuoho, Tonn. May 4. — Rebel 
reports represent that Gen. Dodge having 
advanced 11 miles east of Tusc.umbia, had 
met the rebel Gen. Forest, Fighting was 
reported going on upon the 29 til April. Gen. 
Dodge was iu possession of Coin-Hand, Ala., 
on the 25lb. 

Jackson, Mis3., despatches of the 29th, re- 
present that Gen. Grant was ut Union Church 
on the Natchez and Hu/.lohurst road Light 
draft boats were moving up the Yazoo river, 
Trains and transports bad leached Htizle- 
hurst, audit was evident that the Federals 
intended moving on Natchez. 

Gen. Ranks had taken Alexandra, La. 
Xiiw Voiik, May 4 — Tho Herald has an extra, 
giving tho latest I rotn the army in Virginia, to 11 
a. m. on Sunday, stating that iho rebel stores near 
Fredericksburg, at Stoncman's station, had been 
burned. 1 1 was rumored that our regiments had 
captured 16 pieces of artillery; that the Irish Hri- 
gadc touk three rebel batteries ; that our cavalry 
was tearing up tho railroad tracks and destroying 
propciiy; that wo advanced one mile yesterday, 
and were Mill driving llie rebels with great 
slaughter, At 11 o'clock heavy cannonading was 
heard or. the riyht towards the Kapldan. 

PlII.ADBLl'IlIA, May t.-A. liullelin extra of this 
afternoon contains news from to-day's Washington 
papers that lien. Fimhugll Lee is n prisoner in 
Washington, The cupturc ol 5,000 prisoners is 
reported. 

CmcAao, May 5— Tho N. Y. Times and 
Herald contain long and interesting accounts 
from Hooker's army. Tne Times' corres- 
pondent states that after three days skirmish- 
ing on both sides, the rebels on Saturday 
nfternoon and evening attacked our right 
flank, Jackson with his whole cops of 40,000 
men throwing himself impetuously on llow- 
ntd's Eleventh Corps. But the movement 
was only partially successful, and reinforce- 
ments being promptly lent by Hooker, the 
rebels were handsomely checked. Howard's 
corps consisted of Schurz's, Sleinwehr's ami 
Devon's divisions. Tho Times correspondent 
states that this corps disgracefully abandoned 
their position behind tfieir breastworks and 
rushed horror-stricken towards headquarters. 
Our right was thus completely turned, and 
the rebels wero in a fair way ul doubling us 
up. Hooker was immediately in the saddle, 
and turning to the commander of his own 
old coips — Deny— he shouted, ''General, 
throw yourself into the breach and receive 
the enemy on your bayonets. Don't lire a 
shut. They can't see you." They rushed 
gloriously ut double-quick to tho rescue, 
pressing forward in a horrid arruy of glitter- 
ing steel. The enemy were checked and re- 
tired to their breastworks, just abandoned by 
Howard's corps. The batteries immediately 
massed on I he crest of the hill, pouring in a 
terrible lire until fur into the night. In a 
charge by the rebels they took from the cow- 
ardly Dutchmen (as the Times correspondent 
styles them) 12 pieces of cannon. Tho Ger 
mans fled past Hooker's headquarters in pan- 
ic. Many members of the stair, with pistol 
and sabres, vainly endeavored lo stay their 
(light. The artillery combat continued 
fiercely till midnight. Hooker and his stall 
were rill the time under the severest lire. 

Another Times correspondent, dating on 
Sunday evening, say:, it was reported from 
Howard's Irani that the rebels were engaged 
all Friday night cutting a road past his tight 
but not much attention was paid to the fact. 
On thu afternoon of Saturday it was reported 
by pickets on the right ol Slocnm's front, 
that wagons were seen moving all day in a 
westerly direction. Sickles, with a heavy 
force was sent lo reconnoitre, when iho ad- 
vance fell in wilh the rear ol Jackson's 
army. Sickles immediately pushed on to 
checkmate Jackson, and suon captured bis 
eulirc 23d Georgia Regiment, 400 men. in 
eluding the ofhecrs. This movement of 
Sickles cut Jackson's forces in two, and Gun. 
Williams commenced a flank movement on 
the enemy's right with good prospects of 
success. It was supposed that Howard's 
corps (formerly Sigel's) would successful').- 
resist Jackson's movement, but the first di- 
vision assailed, under Curl Senilis almost in 
e autly gave way, thousands throwing down 
the i- guns and streaming towards head- 
quarters. (Jen. Devon's division, by the 
demoralization ol others, was unable lo 
stand against the rebels. DeveiiS was woun- 
ded iu the foot, when endeavoring to rally 
his men. Howard wilh all his dating and 
resolution couldn't stem the tide, ami the 
brigades of Cols. Bush, Peck ami McLean, 
remained fighting as lung as possible, retiring 
in good order. Of coursu this. disaster com- 
pelled the iccall id Sickles, who had been 
vigorously ut work. Gen. William's division 
relumed to dud a portion of his works occu- 
pied by the e ny. Sickles could not, be 

o itnmnnica'ed with by the route he went, 
anil Gen. Hooker ordered a night attack to 
restore communication. Ward's brigade 
n, d bv Best's battery, made an attack at 
11 o'clock ut night, which was entirely suc- 
cessful, mid in a charge ma de by tho brigade 
a portion of the artillery lost by Howard, 
was gallantly retaken. Thu enemy were 
driven hack in aily a mile. Oh that night, 
Saturday, our men slept on their arms. 

On Sunday, at (i o'clock in thu morning, 
the rebels could he plainly seen on the plank 
road about a mile and a-half from Hooker's 
headquarters ut Chancellor House, wbioll had 
been penetrated the evening previous by 
shell. Our line of battle was immediately 
formed, and in half an hour our advance be- 
cailie engaged. Soon butlulliou alter bat- 
talion became crigugeujthd enemy advancing 
his infantry in overwhelming numbers, seem- 
ing. determined to crush ours. Sickle's and 
Slocum's brave men, however, held them in 
ohecki inflicting dreadful slaughter upon them. 
French's division was sent in on our right 
Hank, and soon crushed that portion of the 
enemy'.-, lino. At 8 o'cLck French sent his 
compliments to Hooker, stating that ho had 
charged the rebelu tied was driving them be- 
foroj him- Five whole rebul divisions were 
driven upon Sickles, but 1)0 and his gallant 
soldiers held the traitors in check, Inking 
during tho day an aggravate ol '2,0U0 prison- 
ers. The carnage was perfectly frightful. 



Officers say that dead and wounded rebels 
covered tho ground in heaps, the rebels liter- 
ally throwing themselves upon the muzzles 
of our guns. Gen. Mott's brigade mode 15 
distinct charges, and captured 7 stand of 
rebel colors. The 1th New Jersey alone 
captured four stand of colors und 500 prison- 
ers. Tho engagement lasted from 5:li0 a in., 
to S:45 p. ru., when being out of ammunition, 
our forces held their p etition for an hour at 
the point of tho buyer jr. Upon being sup- 
plied they fell back in goad order to Chan- 
cellor House where thu contest wns again 
maintained with great havoc to the enemy, 
and u considerable loss to ourselves. The 
vicinity of Chancellor House was now the 
theatre of the fight. Hooker maintained his 
headquarters there till 10 o'clock, when it 
was burned by rebel shell. In Iho meantime 
Hooker established a new lino. Our forces 
were withdrawn to that front, and at 11:30 
a. m„ musketry Ibing ceased. 

Tho whole engagement lasted six hours, 
and was the most terrific of tiio war. Our 
artillery slaughtered the onemy. Many of 
our batteries lost heavily, hut the guns were 
nil saved. The enemy is now no longer in 
our rear but directly in our Iront, between us 
and our forces in Fredericksburg. We arc 
occupying their fortifications and entrench- 
ments, Tho enemy has gained some ground, 
but lit iho sacrifice or live of his seven di- 
visions. 

On Sunday afternoon the rebels made sev 
cral attempts to lorco our lines, several of his. 
batteries and regiments being actually de- 
stroyed in attempts to carry the apox of our 
position near Chancellor House, where a large 
quantity of our artillery was massed. Our 
present position is impregnable; Gen. Lee

all hazards, but the rebels will only destroy 
themselves by their attempts. Our troops 
are perfectly cool and confident. The rebel 
Gen. Hill is reported killed.

— It is learned from a gentle- 
man who left New Carthage on Wednesday, 
that a very heavy foroe had landed in Missis- 
sippi sumo miles uhove Grand Gulf. Our 
gunboats have been shelling the hitter place 
for several days. 

Jackso.v, Miss., April 29.— Communication 
with Grand Gulf has been established. For 
(')'.< hours there was continuous firing. The 
Yankee gunboats have letired. They fired 
about 3,000 shot and shell, temp irarily dis- 
abling one of our guns. Our loss is three 
killed and ten wounded. The Federal boats 
wero apparently injured, but the damage is 
unknown. Their disabled gunboats, after 
trying unsuccessfully to pass up. now lis three 
utiles below, on the Louisiana shore, f> miles 
from Grand Gulf. 

Murfrkrsdoro, May 5.— A rebel telegram 
from Jackson, Miss., of the 29th April, says 
that Grierson is known to be below Jackson. 

Suffolk, Va.— May 4. — There had been 
some skirmishing between Gen. Reck and 
the Confederates in tho Fetersburg turnpike.

Latrsz from Hookbr's AriMv. — Tho bat- 
t lo on Sunday was renewed on Monday mor- 
ning.

of the New Orleans Washington Artillery, wilh 8 
guiiK, taking over 1000 prisoners, and uen. Oib- 
boa planted the Stars and Stripes over the rebel 
works, Our loss was moderate, Gen. Sedgwick 
afterwards drove the rebels hack, and at G p. m . 
on Sunday, had advanced to the brick church r> 
miles towards Chancellorsville on the plank road 
Here ho hail a severe tight with Karl's rebel divi- 
sion, which was reinforced by bee, but he repulsed 
them, taking a lot rf prisoners. 

New Youk, May ti. — The Tribune has n 
Murfrcesboro telegram of the Sill, as follows: 
Deserters report that communication between 
Vicksburg, Richmond, Charleston and Tulla- 
houm has been cut. Neither newtpapers i.or 
telegrams arc received oy Bragg') army from 
those places for several days. 

Caiho, May G. — The steamer from Mem- 
phis reports that Sherman's expedition up the 
Yazoo has returned to Young's Folnt. Tho 
movement was only a feint to attract the a'- 
lention of the enemy and draw their troops 
away fiom tho south of Vicksburg, where 
Osterhausc is operating.

From Gen. Sedgwick's corps the Herald prints 
the following in substance : It appears that after 
a great Blrugglu on Sunday, the rebel (Jen. Lee 
sent a large body to meet (Jen. Sedgwick's rear, 
and at the same time early on Monday morning 
large masses of rebels appeared on the heights 
east of Fredericksburg, where wo had hut a small 
force, having sent a greater part of Iho force to 
strengthen Gen. Hooker. The position was rclin- 
quiihrd aflor a short resistance, having first re- 
moved all the guns, 

San,e IWiting occurred above Fredericksburg, 
and it is believed to have been an unsuccessful 
atlcir.pt to prevent Longstreot moving up. Gen. 
Bedgwiek was hotly engaged all Monday, the 
rebels pressing hirii nt all points, and his men 
obliged to give, way to overwhelming mosses of 
rebels, and his discomfiture seemed cerjMn, when 
a Vermont brigade mailo a famous charge, re- 
pulsing iliem and securing the safety of that por- [ 
lion or the army. 

The slaughter of the enemy hero and near 
Rank's Ford was perfectly terrible, whole 
brigades of rebels being wiped out. Gen. 
Sedgwick recreated the river in face of iho 
enemy, after midnight, the enemy raking our 
' brigades with artillery, causing a great loss 
of life. We succeeded in getting across in 
comparatively good older, and marched im- 
mediately to United States Ford, to gain 
Gen. Hooker's main army.

Sedgwick, with 
bayonets fixed, presenting a firm front. They 
moved steadily until they reached within 
100 yards of the famous stonewall. Here 
was let out a murderous fire ol infantry, while 
grape and canister plowed through their 
ranks. Still they pressed onward ; the wall 
was soon cleared and the ridge gained by our 
brave boys, who, with a cheer, pushed onward 
toward the second line of intreiichments ; but 
the order reached them to return, which was 
complied with, but with reluctance. The 
opinion had gained ground that it was not 
Maxwu i" >U««i<p tu."n f i*fllrari ,na*ir would 
pruvont our forces on tho right reaching tecir 
rear. So great was the panic of the rebels 
that they abandoned their canon, arms, knap 
sacks, and everything thai would impede 
their (light. The wuiks were held all day 
without any desperate effort on the part of 
the enemy to drive our forces from them. 
They kept up, however, pretty sharp akirm- 
iahing, occasionally making sallies out of 
their second and third lines of intrancliments, 
but they were invariably repulsed. Upwards 
ul 1,300 prisoner were taken in this engage- 
ment mostly belonging to Mississippi, Geor- 
gia, and Virginia regiments. A large num- 
ber of officers, from colonels down, were also 
taken. 

United Status Ford, May 6.— About 5 
o'clock in the afternoon il commenced rain- 
ing, deluging the roads, tearing up tho cor- 
duroys, sweeping away bridges, threatening 
the destruction of the pontoons. The river 
rose with great rapidity and soon overflowed 
the ends of the pontoons, rendering crossing 
impossible. The upper pontoon was taken 
up uud used in lengthening out the others. 
After several hours of very hard labor, the 
bridges were once more ready. Pino boughs 
w-orc spread upon the pontoons to prevent the 
noise of crossing, and about midnight, the 
troops commenced fulling back. The first 
corps commenced crossing first, and is now 
nearly all over. The third corps remains in 
ils entrenchments to cover the retreat. It is 
hoped that the army will reach this side be- 
fore the enemy discovers our retreat : but can- 
nonading has commenced <|uite fcrcely nt the 
front, and a desperate battle is not improba- 
b e. In any event, we can doubtless retire 
across the river without serious loss, but if 
discovered in our attempt the struggle will 
be fierce. If unmolested tho troops can get 
over by noon. Tho roads aro in terrible con- 
dition, almost us bad as when Burnside 
foundered hero last winter. Our sick arc 
lying iu the roads, but ambulances arc din- 
ing up to remove them. 

There was no lighting on Tuesday of any 
consequence. Sharpshooters were quite ac- 
tive and tho artillery opened occasionally ; 
hut results were unimportant. The enemy 
has evidently massed his army on our right 
with a view, it is believed, to cross above and 
attack us on the flunk and rear. High water 
will, however, frustrate that movement. 
Three pontoon trains ure down near Hamil- 
ton Crossing. Some fears have been lelt 
that Iho rebels would make a demonstration 
across the river below Fredericksburg. 

Gieat numbers of our wonuded have (alien 
into the hand-; of the enemy. Our dead on 
the battle-field of Sunday are still unburied 
and the wounded are undoubtedly dying in 
great numbers for want of attention. Dr. 
Johnson, Medical Inspector of the Army, 
volunteered to go over wilh a corps' of sur- 
geons to take charge of the wounded. He 
will probably be sent across as soon us prac- 
ticable. 

Hooker was very much depressed last night. 
He held a consultation with tho Commanding 
Generals, in which it was urged that longer 
stay in its present position would prove un- 
safe for the army. Rain is falling fast an I 
the river is rising with great rapidity.

Falmouth, Va., May 0—10 a. in.— Three 
bridges wero s wept away from the railroad 
on the Aquia last night.

In the foreign market llie Confederate Loan 
lias been steadily maintained at 4)4 lo "> 
premium. The amounts of subscription to- 
day were again exceedingly numerous, not 
only from London but the continent and the 
provinces. The totul amount applied fur up 
to this evening, excecdod £10,000,000, nfford- 
ing sullioient evidence that the continental 
bourses as well as a great portion of the com- 
mercial interests of London, Manchester and 
Liverpool, recognise the South, and that in a 
substantial manner, by subscribing to u loan 
within two days moro than three limes the 
amount asked for. 

The sumo journal in ils leader says : 
That the dream of establishing a Confed- 
eracy independent of the United Slates Gov- 
ernment is" not so chimerical as Northern 
statesmen iiul Northern Senators would have 
us believe, tho iiegutiution of this loan 
abundantly proves. There must be many 
who not only believe that the Southern Con- 
i rederacy will ultimately establish its inde- 
pendence, but that it will nut .rapudiate ils 
I debts, or otherwise three millions of money 
would not be lent, even on the Eubstalltial 
security which is offered in thu shape of 
cotton. 

The Liverpool I'osl of 20th March takes 
quite another view of the ense. It says : 

Only yesterday out of the most eminent of 
our merchants declared he was commissioned 
from London lo buy £20,000 Confederate 
bond-.. Who shall say there is no faith left 
in the earth after lh.it? There can be no 
doubl that capitalists are subscribing with 
their eyes open, solely for the benefit of their 
Southern poicges, in full expectation that 
this will only be another Creek loan, to bo 
repaid when quite convenient.
